rfe read the Post's account of your excellsit legislatiTO proposals and received tha 
first of the spook records on se both yesterday. 141 aarked one larovislon of the Post 
story aa she read tbs paper to ^ sore I did not nisa it. It Is liia proposal to rsouira 
warrants prior to exaaiaiag teak, credit or tele^sooe records, i have ^uat laarasd. what 
sakes Be teiieve you Eight want to sroeden this. la fact, if you'd like, 2»d to 
discuss tteae privacy proposals with your staffer to whom you teve assigned thia. I would 
also Bake these records available for that purpose. 

For sotae tia» i have felt that when such records casse to the Church co$sdLttae they 
influenced you. fhis was because there was a tine when I'd write aiid say the letter 
required no respoiae but you always would. Thai there were no responses. The Senate 
hsariags 1 was j^rtasised did not case. I wrote and asked and I n*ver heard. If I aa not 
Bistaken I also asked for a copy of the J. Edgar %cver Bess to the I.BJ White House on 
those who had written books opposing tte Varren ^port. I know I wrote to other Members 
on this, particaiariy Sehweiker and hart. I'* pretty sure Cjjm^h and ‘'ioEdalo. 2 asked 
for a copy with all other name s masked. 1 jaever got one from Biss' af you. 

If one oan never know what can bo fabricated I do know what can be said, what can 
ve ezaggerated, s^sa.t can be twisted and hew the spooks work. I have ^ast received a priia 
gaaople. It Is no probl«B Ms.-urlng you that I have never been a Gfflsaanist' or belonged to 
ai^r CoJaouniat fr«it, things like that. Kayb® I'v® known a daaea Coffiaasiiats in sy 63 years, 
a few Trotskyites Mid n^y acre of the extrei» right. I do not re^rd it as reprehensible 
to have been an unpaid British aeent not only before Pearl harbos but dwr< ng tija days of 
the Baal-Soviet jact. I take stnae satisfaclioa from tte I'act that virtaaiiy all of ss 
social beliefs that were sdaority views then are now B&^or±tj views if net natSwaial policy. 

I bacane a British agent at the su^sstioa of the Jostica Bepartsent because of the 
liaitaticaa iaposod on it by the Keulsrslity Act. 2 really did do definitive ^fork aa Basi 
cartels and their interference with our dsfenas preparations. The work was then widely 
praised, including by members of the cabinet, both Houses, theiibhite house and even the 
departed founding father of the spookery, the sainted 3 J. Hdgar, 

All these things started happesilns to me, the things of which you say havs/read and 
I find in hardly reeo gn s a b le foxs in the records 1 have obtained, when 1 did two things: 
lobbied for a Senate inveatigatitm of tte deplorable migratory farm-worker situation in 
California (.rameaber of Wrath?) and started to write a book on the Bias cofflid.ttee, 

the early to-Aaffirteaas. Saidealy for me there was no First Amendment, as I'm learning. 

The entirely incmplate records supplied by the State Department reflect that there 
was a cover on ®y mail sad the spooks, (aanaaed, fotaad that istadsquate. They did not 
even trust the post pffice en this. Tfeay had one at my apartesnt, too. They gathered 
garbage and i»at over that, too. I'm talking ateat 1940. Th^ cuilad all tte neighborhood 
gossip. They spent a fxartuna on me, ev«i going back to eoliegs, I was not a candidate for 
govsraaent esploy^at. I was a writer, aa iavestigaUVB reporter. CWy I was investigating 
ti» !& i — Americana, as they never have been, 1 add* 

Dies did entrap me, I vas naive in those Sasa, sore than I still aa. But 1 also took 
proper precautloM. I was working with the late Gardner '‘Pat" “acksMi, ie^alative representa- 
tivs of Labor's Bo&-Pfertisan League and perhaps the strongest sati-eojaaniist I have ever 
known* Dies was particularly hot to get him and Lewis through him. The coesittee was viru- 
lently Mxtl-labor union and anti-S^sitic. It also had enormous power and a disposition to 
misuse It. Because I ted violated no law it ted <me passed, still on tte books, teving to 
do 'i-ith interfering with the functioning of a Congxessioaai csfcaittee. Well, l had not 
done that, eitter, so they leaned on the then O.S.Attoraey for the District of Colxmibia, 

Dave Fine. SDR noasinatcd him to be a federal Judge. The Texas gang held the appointaeat up 
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to extort aa indicte^it out of Me. Pia®, who knaw ias from when I'd helped hia when I was 
a S^ate investigator (he called jeo “Affidavit Poce^). would not handle the gi’and ;Jury 
hissalf. Bor would his first assistant, 3d Curran, ou say recognlsa that they both 
beetle chief fudges of the district. Sd Fihelly, later chief war criaes prosecutor in 
Tokyo, did that. 1 was just a kid and it was a rough tiae because the P3I was also working 
with Dies and rigging a case. They once actually locked aa in an P3I office until I would 
sign a fake confession, I sat and refused until finally they let a* call a lawyer. It all 
aided with an indictssent of the Dies agent. 3c was on the Dias layroil, wfeai 1 had to 
investigats to defend asysaif. Aa a result of sy proofs Dies had to cop a plea for his aan. 

Now that ^iheliy is dead I can ^ell you a//littl© sore. 3® wound up with such respect 
for M^^ter tiying Ms hardest against se while knowing I had done nothing wrong that 
be his entire career to help ae in the future. Tou can iauigine this trust he had in 

jse wlKn I tell you he gave so a graM-^uiy transcripts where Bias and others were the 
witnesses, not I. 3e told me the tine mi^t cose when X would need it. I have never used 
it. Hobody haa ever seen it. But even Dies testified that there was nothing against me, 
Fihelly could have been diabarrad over that. 

As a aolidsr in Vorld War H I wound up in 033. I was decorated for that work. I was 
in the part that was transferred to the State Departaent. In tine I was one of 10 fined 
aadar the KoCarran rider - no hearing, no reaacm. Si^tr.of aa were *'ewa, one waa sarriod 
to a Jew and one waa a oaaa of mistaken identity. All the PhDs were scared as licll, I or- 
ganised our ^fense and got the firK then Amold,forta» and Porter to defend aa. I had 
worked with *haiaan Arnold when he was head of anti-trust and In charge of cartel in- 
vestigatiaaa* (Hay 1 boast and say I did work they tuid the ?3I did not do, eons of which 
I could not get published, gone I think pc-rhapa relevant today la the sngrgy crisis?) 

Me were the first ti "win" in a security case. The Bepartasont reMred os and w© resigmd, 
dOf couroe I's abbreviating siaeh but I'e not hiding anything adverse. 

Beginning in 1969 I started trying to gat the spook records on me. I have knowledge 
of 8oa«, I received copies of soaa by other stsax means, not improper, and the 3 ov«mffiv-iat 
stonewalled. efforts with the CIA began in early 1971. There still is no cosplianca. 

Idea and even proof of how they arrange for their general counsel to lie and a few of my 
military records, ‘^turally no record of tM decoration for my *'ork.

I demanded a fence be put atop tba 
retaining wall thwy built ana they agreed, so this is disloyalty. 0ns of tha real, haxards 
i presentad to society was typing all hours of the M^t, heard through the walls. When I 
got oxcellent affeciency ratings there was stHsething wrong with those who gave th«m to me. 
That I was also- friendly with ssy superiore is proof of some tuaspecifled disloyalty. These 
were two authentic scholars I’d never havs known if the goveinssc-nt had not broa^t us to- 
gether.
